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IMPOUNDING STOCK. 
Hon. W. H. Stark bas introduced a bul 
in tbs Assembly, making it unlawful for 
horses, mules, cattle, sheep aud twine to 
run at large on any street, highway, lane* 
alley or public ground in any city In this 
State. The bill provides that the owner 
•hall forfeit the sum of one dollar for each 
horse, mule and cattle, and thirty cents tor 
each head of aheep or swine, found run­ 
ning

impounding, selling or releasing such ani­ 
mals. Each city shall provide and main­ 
tain within its limits a suitable and safe 
place for the impounding of all animals 
above specified, found on any street, and 
Boon,; contrary to the provisions of the 
bill. It further provides that the Common 
Council of each city shall on the first Tues* 
day in May, in each year, appoint a pound 
master, who ahall hold for one year. The 
duties of the pound-master are clearly and 
briefly eet forth in the bill, and also his 
duties pertaining to the care of the stock 
pieced in the pound. All animals impound 
ad, unless claimed within six days, shall be 
•old at public vendue, after two days of 
public notice of such sale by advertise 
ment. The proceeds of such sale ahall be 
used in discharging all coals of the sale and 
the impounding, and the surplus, if any, 
•hall be returned to the owner if he is 
known, an i if no application for it ahall be 
made within ten days, it shall be covered 
into 
the 
city 
treasury. 
The 
bill 
makes it lawful for eny person finding 
any stock running at large contrary to the 
provisions therein contained, to capture 
and deliver the same to the pound keeper 
of the city. Any person who shill know 
iagly resist, interfere with, molest, hinder 
or in any maimer delay any other person 
in the lawful execution of any provision 
of the act, shall tor every such offense be 
punished by Imprisonment in the county 
jail for a term not less than thirty days nor 
more than six months, or by tine of not 
less than ten dollars nor more than one 
hundred. The bill makes provision that 
should any city neglect to provide a pound, 
or the Common Connell to appoint a pound 
keeper, at the time specified, it ahall be 
the duty of the police justice, on applica 
tion thereof, in writing, signed by three 
residents thereof, to designate some suitable 
place within such city for a (pound, and to 
appoint a pound keeper therefor. The bill 
was introduced on the 17th, and was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Judiciary in 
whose hands it still remains. The general 
provisions of the bill are excellent, and 
well worth the careful consideration oi the 
Legislature.

This will be the first utter­ 
ance in favor of what has long been deem 
ed by many a desirable innovation, since 
Mr. Pendleton, who is now about to re* 
enter Congress in the upper branch, sig­ 
nalized his last days in the House by urg­ 
ing this measure with ability and eloquence 
upon the attention of his colleagues.

CIVIL SERVICE REFORM 


To the Editor. 
lo my last, I rated there were three 
classes that would oppose a reduction of 
salaries, tbejoffice holders aud those who 
expect office, those who regard govern­ 
ment and its agencies as something sacred 
and above the ordinary, and those who 
think it requires more or better brains to 
conduct a government than to carry on a 
farm or any other industrial occupation. 
Aa to the first class, the reason for its op. 
position lies on the surface and is easily 
seen, it is simple greed, “sell, self, the 
chmck of Mammon and the love of pelf," 
butc&3 to the other It is less apparent, being 
a relic ol barbarism inherited by regular 
descent from the feudal ages. 
Until a very short time anterior to the 
American He volution the people of the 
colonies were as loyal to the crown and 
believed as firmly in the divine right of 
kings as the people of England themselves, 
and so when our fathers, after the separa­ 
tion, tame to form a government instead of 
forming a genuine republic, based on the 
equality of mau, and simple in its machine­ 
ry, they formed an elective monarchy, 
modeled mainly after that of England with 
most of the old aristocratic machinery left 
in full play. They Knocked off a few oi 
the old hoots abd horns, it is true, such as 
titles of nobility, State church, laws of prl 
mogenilure, made the chief magistrate 
elective, limited the term ct office and 
called him President instead of King, but 
aside from these our whole civil polity as 
well as the organization of our army and 
navy, was formed after the old world mod­ 
els. 
We vested our President 
with 
more 
power 
than 
is 
possessed 
by 
the 
sovereign 
of 
Great 
Britian, and, though the term of office was 
limited, yet as by the constitution of things 
they were compelled to run mainly in the 
same track. The result has been about the 
same as if the office had been held by one 
man. They called it a republic, but the 
length and breadth of its republicanism 
can be judged by the tact that it tolerated 
the worst system ot slavery the world ever 
knew, and though millions could be ex­ 
pended for its perpetuation we were utter­ 
ly powerless to destroy it. The name is 
nothinh. Venice was called a republic, 
but it was the worst despotism in Eu­ 
rope. 
Our fathers having eaten sour grapes 
their children's teeth were set on edge. In* 
deed, we have not only followed in their 
footsteps but we have outran them im­ 
measurably. Our social as well as our po­ 
litical system is but a servile aping of the 
effete aristocracies of the old world. The 
same violent contrasts; the same extremes 
of wealth and poverty; the same conven­ 
tional social distinctions; the same love of 
pomp and display, exist here as there ; and 
if we have no hereditary titles, Earls and 
Dukes, we have official titles, civil,milita­ 
ry and naval, that supply their place, and 
our officials are equally arrogant and re- 
regardless of the great laws of human 
•quality. 
We seem to have forgotten that a repub­ 
lic means a government of the people, b> 
tne people, and for the people, and act as 
ii government was made exclusively for 
the holders of office, and that the moment 
a man becomes invested with an office he 
becomes a greater man, more ponderous, 
more respectable, a more valuable member 
of society, and above all entitled to greater 
pay; which, as well as being a tai Icy, i6 
very hurtful to the general prosperity. To 
maintain that a president or a governor, 
unless he is a better man, is more respect- 
aole or valuable than a farmer or a car­ 
penter is against both reason and the na­ 
tural law. A man, whether plow holder 
or hod carrier who faithfully discharges 
his duty as a man, who does honest woik 
and rears his family on a dollar or a dollar 
and a half a day without stealing, is a no­ 
bler mao aud more acceptable in the sight 
of God than the greatest conqueror that 
eyer lived, lf be is not as conspicuous as 
a president or a governor he is more use­ 
ful ; we could get along without presidents 
or governors, but plow holders and hod- 
carriers are absolutely indispensable; they 
hold the world tegelber. 
Why, then, 
should not the one be reverenced equally 
with the other ? 
it the quality of government is to be 
measured by its effect on society, by the 
condition of the laboring classes especially, 
which is the true lest, then ours is not a 
genuine republic ; or, lf it is, it is no bet­ 
ter than a monarchy, for its results in Urn 


i regard arc the same. £The same state of 
! things exist in New York, Boston and 
Philadelphia that are found in London, 
Paris and Berlin. Now this ought not to 
I be so. 
lf our fathers blundered in the organiza­ 
tion^ th ^government we should have 
rectified them. 
They (did proclaim the 
great law of equality, but we have wholly 
disregarded ir. The Rights of Man were 
the talismanic words that cheered them on 
to victory, but they seemed to be dropped 
from our vocabulary. 
We hear much of 
vested rights, of corporate rights, ol the 
rights of property, of State rights and copy­ 
rights, but nothing of the rights of man. 
They seem to be lost rights, or at least the 
knowledge of them is lost for it u doubt­ 
ful if one in a hundred of our people have 
any clear or definite idea of their rights, 
or the duties that are linked to and go 
hand in hand with them. 
’Tis tad but 
true.

Gazette. William S. Douglass, ot Green­ 
wich. has a very remarkable cow. It is 
stated that she gave in tne month of June 
1,392 quarts of milk. The most she gave 
in any one day was 52J^ quarts. She av­ 
eraged through the mouth 46.4 quarts a 
day; at 6 cents a quirt the milk woald 
bring $58.52. 
Messrs. La wee and Gilbert have shown 
the results of growing turnips three |years 
in succession, rn the same field, and with­ 
out manure. In the first year of roots was 
9,388 pounds, in the second year 4,956 
pounds, and in the third year 1,536 pounds. 
The result of applying yearly twelve tons 
of farmyard manure on this same land 
were as follows: The first year's crop 
amounted to 21,233 pounds; the second 
year's crop increased to 24,108 pounds; 
whilst in the third year a crop ol 38,170 
pounds of turnip roots was obtained. 
In 
these experiments the beneficial influence 
of the farmyard manure is clearly evident 
two years after its first application.

fall Cream Cheese, made 
in the 9tate. 
The house pays annually | 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, for the 
dairy products of Wisconsin. 
The person 
winning the cup three years la succession 
owns it. Till then it passes around each 
year to those who win it. 
Committees were

C. Hazen, of Fond du Lac Co., took the 
chair, 
and 
introduced 
President 
A. D. DeLand. who delivered the annual 
address, full OI interest and encourage­ 
ment for the business. One item of ii ex­ 
pressed his surprise that those who could 
undertake the dairy business, and be prof­ 
ited by it, were slow to appreciate its ad- 
yantages and profits. 
Tnt President is a 
practical cheese maker and g -od farmer, 
and knows whereof he speaks in these 
matters. 
EXCELLENT PATERS. 
were read by H. J. Wilkinson, ll. F. Dous­ 
man and B. F. Hoxie, on the topic of tur­ 
ner developing the interest in the State 
and securing the danger of over produc­ 
tion of good batter and cheese. 


EDITOR E. D. COE, 
of the Whitewater Register, gave an excel­ 
lent address on the somewhat unique topic, 
“How Much Money Can a Man Afford to 
Make ?” 
Upon the subject of butter-making in 
Wisconsin, Mr. C. K- Beach, of Whitewa­ 
ter, a practical and well-pasted former, 
gave a paper that, in addition to

thorough discussion of the subject in hand, 
gave evidence tbat successful buttermak ­ 
ing had not kept him from culling flowers 
oi literature and storing gems of thought 
all along its pathway. 
This point in the discussion was closed 
by Mr. Ass Foster, of Elkhorn. 
ALSO A PRACTICAL FARMER, 
who took great pride in his profession. 
One important fact. he stated, was that a 
party in North Vermont, his old home, had 
quite recently written him that he must 
throw up the sponge to Wisconsin butter- 
makers, for Boston was paying two cents 
per pound more for fresh Western cream­ 
ery butter than Vermont dairymen could 
get, and, what was worse, the exactions of 
local figh tin gs made it cost more to ship 


muoity of farmers are pursuing the same 
specialty, or make tbat a leading product. 
Sometimes this results in successor a num­ 
ber of years, but eventually there is a 
change and failure results. 
Often indi­ 
viduals lose all the savings of a lifetime 
before they are willing to change. I could 
name many small farmers who have made 
specialties their dependance and who have 
in a few years become bankrupt. 
Others 
iu the same neighborhood have produced 
more diversified crops, and have gradually 
added to their possessions till now they can 
live at their ease. 
When first starting in 
life each had an even chance, so (ar as cap­ 
ital goes. 
Could we be always assured of favorable 
seasons, constant markets, and ordinary In­ 
fluences, specialties in farming might an­ 
swer as well as any ; but even in the best 
ol seasons untimely frosts will come, in­ 
sects will revel in the fields ; let the pros­ 
pects of the farmer be ever so valuable, 
rust, with numerous other ills, will beset us 
on every side. 
When such fatalities meet 
our expectations, [how serious the conse­ 
quences* 
H aving entrusted our hopes in 
the keeping of one frail bark, when tbat 
strands, or goes down, our expectations go 
down with it. Five or leu years of steady, 
moderate profits, are better than the same 
amount of profit in a single year, followed 
by several years |ot no profits, or of loss. 
Steady, small profits are better and more 
sure of giving a competency, in the long 
run, than large, uncertain ones. 
Better 
then is it for us, small farmers certainly, to 
divide our energies among such products 
as.our iarms are adapted for. Although 
any one particular product may only give 
us a small profit, the aggregate fills the 
pocket. The moderate show*er9l of rain 
are beneficial, while those which come in 
torrents are oftener productive of damage.
